Hello Margie: 


I have enclosed drafts of the letterhead for the PRRA, which we spoke about. Since 
there are three different pages, 1 numbered them and will discuss each one senarately. 


I thought the logo which you chose was a good one. The one I had in mind would have 
included a small copy of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico placed inside a drawing of 
the State of New Jersey with the scale insigma located in a corner. 1 did not draw 
this picture because I felt the one which you sent was qood enough, and, unfortunately 
time did not permit me to locate a picture nf Puerto Rico! 


(1) This copy is basically the one which you described. Once the copy 
is in the hands of a printer, the writing can be dramatically reduced. 
I would sugaest a riaht marain of about Ik inch. That way you will 
still have sufficient space left for typing letters, etc. 


Also, please be aware that the printing which I used is not mandatory. 
Again, a printer will have copy of various print type available so that 
you might choose whichever vou fancy. 


(2) Perhaps a change with the logo, etc. Printers are able to make a 
very liaht imprint. Therefore, if you wish, you can have the lodo 
centered in the middle of the paae, in a very light type. The effect 
will be similar to what you see here, only when typed on, the print 
of the logo will not come through the typewriter print. 


Again, the marqin can remain the same...for a variation, the address 
is located on the bottom, with only the nhone number on top, underneath 
the name of the organization. 


(3) Similar to £1...done to show scale of how 10qo and margin will look 
in comparison to rest of sheet. 


In order for any printer to do the loao you will need to have the logo redone 
exactly as you wish it to appear. This can be done on large paner, the printer 
is able to shrink the picture (logo) small enouah to place it whereever you wish. 
I explained to Jose that I would need a copy of the sheep (calf?...) which is in- 
side the logo in order to make a better picture. 1 freelance with drawina just a 
little, but if you decide that I can be of further help, please let me know. 


I hope the information helps you out a little. If anythina, is unclear, please aive 
me a call.
